The lesson in the report Is that carelessness, Judging 
from the causes listed by Chief Bryan, is responsifile 
for most fires. 
And since fire losses affect everybody’s 
pocket, for the cost of Insurance, to a great extent, m ust 
be based on the average fire loss of a community, there 
ihould he no let-up in tho struggle to reduco the toll.

It was Hire* years ago th at the G reat N orthern di- 
ectors set aside fourteen millions of dollars for build­ 
ing a tunnel th at would eliminate six m iles of costly 
sn o w slid e, lower tho sum m it of tile line 602 feet and 
discard 1,944 degrees of track curvature. 
They decided 
also they wanted the tunnel In use in three years. 
This tiling of burrowing through m ountains, or under 
rivers, is getting to be commonplace in an ago of m ajor 
enterprise, high-pressure labor, m achinery beyond com­ 
pare and workmen skilled In the tasks set before them. 
But it Is always thrilling to read about the completion of 
a t a s k as gigantic as tho tunnel opened last Saturday 
for tho Great N o rth ern — thrilling because one readily 
appreciates the gigan'io job entailed, and thrilling be­ 
cause it is only natural to thrill when some of n a tu re ’s 
greatest obstacles have been overcome. 
The G reat N orthern spent much money for construc­ 
tion of that tunnel, but the straightening out of its line, 
and the elimination of expense for keeping the anow'- 
sheds intact, will Just about pay for the Job In an o th er 
three to five years. 
Engineers today have a way of 
figuring immediate return on an investm ent, and In the 
case of railroads this return m ust be shortly forthcom ­ 
ing or something is done about it. 
The Cascade tunnel 
will ho found a great im provem ent over the anowslieds, 
In safety, in speed, in time and economically.

The seriousness of Mexico is indicated by the 
placing of an order for immediate delivery of road- 
building m achinery to the am ount of $100,000. 
President-ele ct Hoover m ade no m istake in suggesting 
to the Americas th e trem endous value of a road by 
which people may come and go, exchanging their pro­ 
ducts aud good will.

ises governm ent assistance in building the road. Sooner 
or later this highway will be built and with It will come 
a new er and finer spirit between all the peoples of 
N orth and South America.

Prince works at a Job in Paris. 
While the Russian royalists scattered fiver the world 
but centered chiefly iii and around Paris, feel stim u­ 
lated by this decision and the hope th a t a young and 
worthy m an, as P. nice Nikita is described to be, may 
bring a b o u t gome restoration coup, the Soviet; in con­ 
trol of the homeland are proceeding steadily with the 
breaking ur of the old pstat* s on which this exiled no­ 
bility formerly subsisted. 
With the revolution the land was all n a t i o n a l i z e d and 
the vast estates of the nobility conf: outed by th* -'ate. 
Some of these estates are of trem endous proportions, 
containing thousands upon thousands of acres of land. 
Some are so large t h e y have been little inot\ th.rn ex­ 
plored. 
G reat forests 
iii addition 
to whit spreading 
farm lands constituted them. 
They were c h i e f l y giants 
f r o m the crown. 
It was only In the last century th at serfdom, prac­ 
tically comparable to negro siuviry in America, was 
abolished and th at abolition found the Russian peas­ 
ant! t in little better ease. 
Tho labor cost of farm ing 
these great estates was almost nothing, so gr at rich* a 
accrued to the noble owners. 
Since tile revolution and durir . the period of transition 
and readjustm ent, much of this land has lain fallow. Also, 
there huve been years of drought. 
Now, however, an 
organized effort is being made to farm on a grand sa le. 
It probably seem s quite ironical to the Russian noble­ 
men exiled abroad, but. what. formerly w< re their im­ 
mense domains now ere call'd the Estates of the .So­ 
viet. 
Ail of this land being under Soviet control, the farming 
activities have been re arr aged. 
In some of Hie old es­ 
tates th ere was quito naturally much untillable land, 
poor soli, sections especially subject to drought, and 
the like. 
Tho Soviets have rearranged the estates so 
that no effort will be wasted on unprofitable land, cul­ 
tivation being confined to the acreage will Ii can be re ­ 
lied upon to give a sure return. 
Approximately 15,000,000 acres of these old e l a t e s 
are being brought under scientific cultivation by the 
Soviets. 
Capital has been needed for this great state 
farming enterprise and a sum of $180,000,000 has been 
authorized for surveying, purchase of farming m achin­ 
ery, and such operating expenses. 
T he reallocation of acreages began last 
year and 
ploughing and other prelim inary preparation of the soil 
was begun. 
Only alsiut 40,000 acres of winter grain 
actually was seeded last fall, however. 
This figure is 
expected to be greatly multiplied next season. 
Reallo­ 
cation of more than four million acres already baa 
been m ade in readiness for the spring planting. 
The Soviet program for operating these farm s calls 
chiefly for grain production, as grain is useful in inter­ 
national trade and can be exported or not as exchange 
necessities dictate. 
There is always a world m arket for 
wheat. 
However, the land will be scientifically observed 
and there will be a change of plantings to o th er crops 
whenever it is advised that the soil requires it. 
Iu P aris cafes, In m odest pensions, in garrets, and 
in hovels in and around Paris the old Russian nobility 
sits and hopes th at these estates will some day be re ­ 
turned to them. 
The Idea of a prt tentier to the R ussian 
throne perhaps seem s ra th e r ab.surb but s o did the idea 
of a Soviet Republic seem absurd only a little more than 
a decade ago. 
There have been m any pretenders to 
throns and some of them have seen their hopes realized. 
There Is a pretender to the throne of France today and a 
Royalist party which has not abandoned hope of a re­ 
turn of the Bourbons. 
Charles tho Second, King of 
England, of years was nothing but a pretender, but 
finally the revolution which had taken tho throne from 
his family was turned back and tho restoration came. 
Bonnie Frinco Charlie was the most picturesque pre­ 
tender of m odern times iii the opinion of m ost English 
and French-speaking people. 
Claim ant of the throne of 
Scotland as head of the house of S tuart he livod most of 
ills life in e Ie, w andering about Europe i.i poverty and 
finally dying in Rome. 
But as long as he lived there 
w as m any a Scot who never drank th e king’s health— 
a toast no man can refuse— without first passing Ills 
goblet over a glass of water, a gesture which m eant 
th at the king lie really was drinking to in his heart was 
not the m an on tho English throne but Bonnie Prince 
Charlie over the water.

Traffic Safety 
Much has been said upon the subject of traffic safety 
and much is still to be said upon the subject. 
It is 
doubtful lf the tim e ever will come when it will be 
unnecessary to mention the subject because of perfection 
attained.

Any one of the organs of the body 
may be the sect of discase, but it is 
rare indeed for disease to originate 
here. 
N ature was too wise in plan­ 
ning the hum an body to leave any one 
of the vital organs subject to acci­ 
dent or direct disease. 
All are so 
situated and so guarded th at it is 
difficult to reach them. 
The kidneys are surrounded by fat. 
covered over with strong muscles and 
so situated within the body th at they 
are pretty safe from trouble. 
But in 
spite of all these methods of protec­ 
tion, they do suffer disease. 
There may be inflammation of the 
kidney substance, or of the lining of 
the cavity of the kidney. 
It is a dis­ 
ease known to t \ e doctors as pyelitis. 
The more complicated form where all 
parts are involved is given an even 
bigger name, pyelonephritis. 
You need not try to rem em ber these 
term s. 
The simple definition is “in­ 
flammation of the kidney.” 
Of course, we have a more common 
disturbance known as nephritis, or 
B right’s disease. 
This differs from 
pyelitis in th at it is a disease of the 
lining of the tubes and pasasgew ays 
of the kidney, and not of the substance 
of the organ.

Assuming that both the 
inside and outside of the house have 
been painted, including walls and cell 
Ings, the approximate area

Outside walls, 2,900 square feet; roof, 
1,100; inside walls and ceilings, 5,300; 
total 9,300 square feet. 
For the outside and roof about 20 
gallons of paint would be required, 
for the inside about 25 gallons would 
be required, making a total of 45 gal­ 
lons for surface protection and beauti­ 
fication. 
Divided Into its component 
parts, 45 gallons ct paint would take 
700 pounds of lead, 15 gallons of lin­ 
seed oil and nine gallons of turpen­ 
tine. 
To secure sufficient metallic lead 
to make 700 pounds it is necessary 
to mine a small mountain of ore, 
weighin'- some 9,000 pounds. 
Aver­ 
age lead ore as taken direct from the 
mine contains less than 6 per cent 
of pure lead, which amount Is further 
reduced 
by 
metallurgical 
losses 
which occur during smelting. 
A half-acre of flax would have to 
be planted to get the necessary fif 
teen gallons of linseed oil. 
If proper­ 
ly cultivated, a half-acre will yield six 
bushels of flax. 
Flax is a touchy 
crop, growing best on land adapted 
to raising wheat. 
It is called a “ten- 
year” crop because the land upon 
which It is raised is not in condition 
to grow a second crop before ten 
years.

He held it a God-given ordinance and, 
as such, an institution that can not 
be destroyed despite the prevalence of 
trial, companionate and commonlaw 
marriages. 
"All aubatltutiona for marriage will 
go but that which God has installed 
aa an approximation of

union between the Infinite and 
man 
will stand," he averred, aa he quoted 
in substantiation an oft-used text of 
the late Bishop Quail: 
"What God 
had not planted will be uprooted." 
Ilia own text for the occasion were 
God’s recorded words in Genesis: "It 
is not good for man to be alone." 


Career and 
M arriage. 
"Marriage should be entered Into In 
tho fear of God and not rushed Into 
with such abandon that has in the 
background the feeling one can get 
out of it with equal celerity lf not 
satisfied," he observed. 
Everything good rested in Its final 
Ity upon tho home, he argued, and if 
that is gone, all is gone. 
H e suggested 
that 
only a genius 
could have both 
a career and mar­ 
riage and deprecated the tendency of 
many to sacrifice the latter for the 
former, 
lie held It a selfish proced­ 
ure to refuse to do other than that 
which meant comfort for the chooser. 
"It makes my heart sick to know 
that 
many 
people 
from 
modern 
churches know more of movie stars 
than they do of the heroes of the Old 
and New Testaments,’’ he confided. 
He showed how the lack of room 
to live in had gone far in making mar­ 
riage a thing to be discarded. 
"To be herded in such close quar­ 
ters is not conducive to the home 
that makes for an Ideal condition,'’’ he 
said. 


Tak es Issue W ith Judge Lindsey. 
He stated that marriage without 
children by reasonof pro or post-nup­ 
tial agreement was a contributory fac­ 
tor to making marriage unsuccessful. 
To do so, he held, was for man to sup­ 
plant God’s design. 


He described 
trial, companionate 
and common law marriages in turn 
He took issue with Judge Ben Lind 
Bey on the stand that present 
mar 
riages 
are 
failures because ho has 
known comparatively few that are not 
whoa considered with the many that 
are. 
"Such marriages would go far In 
causing me to believe in evolution,' 
he confessed, "for if our civilization 
now demands such alliances then we 
have not evolved far and it will not 
be long until we are hack and worse 
than animals in tho barnyard." 
He told of being one of seven chil­ 
dren and how finally with all of them 
grown and married his parents found 
themselves back where they had start­ 
ed and alone with no children 
at 
home. 
"They lived together for more than 
50 years and so highly did they re­ 
gard children that, finding themselves 
alone again, they adopted a boy and 
promised his father the best of care 
and education. Arui (hey came to love 
him as one of their own. 
But, at 15, 
he, the first of the family, succumbed 
and I saw my parents mourn him as 
they would have for their own chil­ 
dren." 
Defends Rights of Babies. 
And ho went on record in giving 
babies all the rights due their infan­ 
tile natures. 
“I am not of those min­ 
isters who ever oppose crying babies 
in churches," he said. "I would rath­ 
er he Interrupted by a crying baby 
than by a snoring man any time," he 
laconically observed. 
He spoke of 
the few children in 
families than those in former days. 
"The decreasing birth rate 
in 
the 
country 
is 
offset by the decreased 
deaths of young children," he com­ 
mented. "And thank God for the pro­ 
gress that has been made in recent 
years in combating disease that used 
to take so many children in the past." 
And he told, too, how many parents 
adopt children.
